“The reason is, I presume, largely be­ 
cause I was more familiar with the 
routine and for the further reason that 
Lieutenant Governor £*tilemah assign- J 
ed to me more agreeable work than I 
ever had before.” 
Senator Anderson is chairman of 
the committee 
on 
education, 
and 
through that chairmanship be is call­ 
ed upon to handle some of the most 
important legislation that is up for 
consideration. 
“Measures 
concerning 
education 
have been introduced that make edu­ 
cational bills among the most import­ 
ant, if not the most important, before 
the Legislature," said Senator Ander­ 
son. 
“The proposals are more revolution­ 
ary than ever before. The new State 
Board of Education has given a great 
deal of time to the consideration of 
needed measures, and it has done a 
great deal of good work. Among oth­ 
er laws proposed is that the school 
laws be codified, so that there will be 
a school code just as there is a po­ 
litical code and a penal code. 
"Dr. Scballenberger has proposed a 
measure for the appointment of school 
supervisors in each county over dis­ 
tricts including several schools. 
Highway Control 
“There has been put in a bill to give 
the State Highway Commission com­ 
plete control of all roads in the state, 
taking the charge of county roads out 
of the hands of the local boards of 
supervisors and putting it under the 
state commission and a county inspec­ 
tor. I received a communication (rom 
the Orange county supervisors oppos­ 
ing that measure vigorously. 
“There has been a great deal of leg­ 
islation proposed concerning automo­ 
biles. 
Various ideas are represented 
in a raft of bills. Automobile legisla­ 
tion is causing a great deal of talk 
at the capitol, and numerous hearings 
have been held, but nothing definite 
was arrived at.* The threshing out of 
these automobile laws will be one of 
the hard things of the March session. 
Bills Are Numerous 
"During the last few days scores 
of bills were introduced, so many that 
none of us could more than get an idea 
concerning them. The legislators will 
soon be supplied with copies of all 
bills put in, rad we can then go over 
them. I shall give statements to the 
press concerning Borne of the more im­ 
portant meaiures, as I get time to 
study bills 
“Among bfie big thing*. that have 
been undertaken is the establishment 
of rural credits, amendments to the 
initiative and referendum and recall 
and a nev tax law.”

The increased salaries provided for

Oil Land Leasing Bill 
Timothy Spellacy. well known and prominent in 
the oil fields contributes an article to tho Petroleum 
Reporter of Taft on the Oil Land Leasing bill in 
which he says: 
“The bill now pending before congress, giving the 
right to government of leasing government lands con­ 
taining coal, phosphate, oil, gas, potassium or sodium, 
should prove satisfactory, providing the leases are 
not restricted to such an extent as to work a hard­ 
ship upon 
the lessee, and as there is no doubt 
blit, what this bill will be enacted into law, the oil 
producers should render every possible assistance in 
fram ing this measure, as the government seems in­ 
clined to treat fairly. 
‘‘Under the old placer mining law the procuring of 
all government lands was more or l"ss based on the 
line that might made right, and those capable of 
m ustering the greatest physical strength, in many 
cases supported with W inchester rifles, were more 
successful than those having more regard for human 
lives. 
Thus the old method in its relation to oil 
lends was so unjust that the new law, compelling 
the payment of a royalty to the go Agrom* nt, should 
prove more satisfactory and under t over anent con­ 
trol should prevent the w aste of valuable oil by re­ 
stricting the drill. 
“This bill also prevents the control by monopoly, 
and under Its protection only a limited amount of 
territory can he owned and operated by any one in­ 
dividual or corporation. The government lands being 
owned bv some hundred millions of people it would 
seem just and proper that they should have some 
voice as to tile disposition of these lands and there 
can be no argument why they should not rectav • 
some benefit therefrom, and while some decry the 
right of government to control any branch of industry 
Its doing so would certainly prove a benefit where 
monopoly and waste can be prevented. 
“Under me terms 01 this leasing bill, tne state in 
which the mineral is developed receives oh per cent 
of all profit therefrom, which should satisfy the most 
ardent demand of those supporting state rights. I he 
oil industry of the United States has grown to such 
an extent that it has become of great national im­ 
portance, and in the future it would prove of great 
benefit if the drilling for and production of oil could 
be controlled either by state or federal government. 
California, the greatest oil producing state in the 
Union, now producing over one-quarter of the oil 
of the world, is allowing this great asset to be used 
at such a ridiculously low price that the producer 
is receiving no benefit whatever, and as this m ineral 
never replenishes itself, when once drained can never 
be replaced, It would seem necessary that legislation 
intervene to such an extent th at this great value may 
bo conserved to the best interest of the state, and it 
now devolves principally upon all interests in Cali­ 
fornia to unite and render all possible service in 
the construction of this bill, and let us hope that the 
oil and mining publications will do all in their power 
to bring the producers and other interests together 
to assist in framing this bill, as, without their assist­ 
ance, measures unjust through lack of information 
may he enacted into law th at would make what 
should be a good measure, unworkable and detrim en­ 
tal to California.’’ 


Oil Exhibit at Fair 
Oil exhibits will be made a t both the San Diego and 
San Francisco fairs. Everything in the oil lino in­ 
cluding the operation of the wells and the application 
of oil and its products to the arts will be shown. The 
Kern county exposition comm ittee has appointed J. S. 
Douglas and Mrs. T. F. Burke to be in charge of the 
K ern county exhibit at the Panama-Pacific interna­ 
tional exposition and E. Curtis Chark of Delano and 
E. E. Pyle to be in charge at the Panatna-California 
exposition. The Board of Supervisors of Kern county 
will make an appropriation of $5000 toward the $30,- 
OOO desired for an appropriate oil exhibit at San F ran­ 
cisco exposition. Fresno county also gave $5000 and 
it is said Oklahoma and oilier oil states will also 
make an appropriation. 


Seeks to Recover Lake Lands 
The Suite of California has commenced suit in 
the Superior Court of Kings county for the purpose 
01 regaining title to about tw enty sections of Tulare 
Lake land. 
The Kings County Development Com­ 
pany are made defendants in tile action. The grounds 
for the suit are that the patents to the land w’qre 
issued to different persons, and afterw ards assigned 
by them to Godfrey Holterhoff, Jr.. and that the 
original patentees were not actual settlers on the 
land. 
The complaint is based on the law' of March 
2 J, I HDB. regulating the sale of such lands. 


Sale of Claflin Assets 
Ninety-eight per cent of the creditors of the H. ll. 
Claflin Company of New York, which failed early 
last year, have consented to a sale of the assets of 
the firm. 
Accordingly Judge Hand in the Federal 
Court in New York has signed a decree ordering the 
sale and fixing January 14 as the date. Bidders will 
have to deposit a certified check for $100,000, and 
under the decree bids may be made for all or any 
part of the assets. 


New Bank in Stockton 
Goo. E. Cotta, president of tile Stockton Savings 
Bank, A. D. Rothenbush, A. B. Lang, IL C. Meyer 
and others have applied to the Comptroller of the 
Currency for authority to organize the City National 
Bank of Stockton. 
The capital of tile new bauk is 
$100,000 with $25,000 surplus. 


To Restrain Tax Collection 
In tho United States D istrict Court in Cleveland. 
Ohio, John D. Rockefeller lias petitioned the court to 
issue an injunction restraining County Treasurer 
O'Brien from collecting taxes on $311,040,337 placed 
on Rockefeller’s holdings by the Cuyahoga County 
Tax Commission. In the petition Mr. Rockefeller de­ 
clares he is a resident of New York State, that he 
m aintains a residence and “perform s all the functions 
of a citizen of that State.” 
He specifically states 
th at he votes in New York. 


Opportunity to Increase Trade 
“The spotlight Just now Is on Latin America. 
The 
war, which has operated to almost wholly put an 
end, at least temporarily, to the large trade of Ger­ 
many and England with South America, has awaken­ 
ed (fie American people to the possibilities o f com­ 
mercial relationship. 
As soon as the war is over, 
you will see an active and practical interest in 
South America in all parts of the world.” 
This is the opportunity for Los Angeles and for 
California to largely increase trade as voiced by 
John Barrett, directo r general of the Pan A m erican 
Union and recognized as the highest au th o rity on 
m atters pertaining to Latin America. 
Mr. B arrett 
was in Los Angeles a short while Tuesday en route 
to San Diego w here, several years ago, as th e per­ 
sonal representative of President Taft, ho turned 
the first spadeful of earth at the. ground-breaking of 
the Panama-California Exposition. $Iow he rep resen ts 
in ]iis capacity as director-general of the Pan-A m er­ 
ican Union, all of th e South American countries a t tho 
opening ceremonies of the Panama-California Exposi­ 
tion. 
Continuing Mr. B arrett said^ “It is strange 
enough that it w as In Los Angeles, about fourteen 
years ago, that I sounded the note of O riental trade, 
I had just returned from seven years spent in Asia, 
first as United S tates M inister to Siam, and la te r as 
special commissioner of commerce in China, Jap an 
and the Philippines. A t th at time I saw the possibili­ 
ties of your harbor h ere and your trade opportunities 
because of your position. 
At that time the im prove­ 
ment had not commenced on your harbor. T hen, and 
several times since, w hen I have had the opportunity 
to be in Los Angeles I have emphasized th e g reat 
importance of harbor development. I am a g re a t be­ 
liever in your harbor and have watched w ith the 
greatest interest its development. The Los A ngeles 
Harbor is gaining atten tio n all over the w orld. 
All 
of this inquiry was w ith reference to the opening 
of the Panama Canal. 
“Look at the business the canal has done in spite 
of the war. Up to the present time it has undoubted­ 
ly affected through railroad freight traffic, b u t it 
will only be a question of a short time w hen t h e . 
additional business through the development of the 
coast and the local traffic will more than com pensate 
for the railroads for th e ir loss just now. 
“The question of the hour is th^ extension of trad e 
with South America. It is now our opportunity to 
forge ahead. I do not believe in taking advantage of 
the situation of England and Germany, but it is not 
w ithout sentiment and it is nothing cold blooded 
when we go after South American trade. 
Tile w est 
coast of South A m erica and of Central A m erica, in ­ 
cluding Mexico, following the establishment of peace 
and stability of governm ent, is destined to experience 
a wonderful developm ent. I sincerely believe th a t 
Los Angeles has a w onderful opportunity in th e ex­ 
tension of trade relations with the countries to tile 
south." 
In connection w ith th e statements made by Mr. 
B arrett it should be said that a conference is to be 
held in Washington in the early spring with T re a s­ 
ury department officials and financiers of the U nited 
States on commercial and financial problems which 
confront the two A m ericas as a result of th e w ar 
in Europe. To this conference which will be e x ten d ­ 
ed over a period of several days all C entral and 
South American nations have been invited by Hie 
governm ent of tile U nited States to send rep re sen ta ­ 
tives in their M inisters of Finance and leading b an k ­ 
ers. Invitations for the gathering wore sent form ally 
through the embassies and legations in W ashington 
and already acceptances from several of the co u n tries 
have been cabled. 
T he plan originated with S ecre­ 
tary McAdoo of tile T reasury Department, but P re si­ 
den t Wilson and Secretary Bryan have taken an a c ­ 
tive interest in putting it into execution. The v isito rs 
will come as the guests of the United States. 
Officials of the State, Treasury and C om m erce 
D epartm ents look forw ard to the conference a s an 
im portant step toward bringing the two A m erican 
continents into a closer commercial relationship th an 
ever before. 
They point out that in the Pan-A m er­ 
ican movement lies the hope of Soutli America for 
financial independence of Europe, and suggests tho 
possibility of New York becoming, at least, a serio u s 
comiietitor with London for supremacy as a w orld’s 
financial center. 
Speaking about the conference a 
W ashington Dispatch says: 
“It has long been recognized that the crux of tile 
difficulties in tho way of commerce between th e 
United States and other American nations lies in the 
question of credits. South and Central American buy­ 
ers have been accustomed to seek and easily ob tain 
long term credits in Europe. 
At present bankers of 
Hie United States do practically no business d ire c t 
with South America and foreign exchange with coun­ 
tries there is carried on through London. Largely to 
this has been attributed the comparatively sm all 
amount of trade between the United States and h er 
next door neighbors to the south. When the war bro k e 
out in Europe, South America suffered a severe shock 
to her system of international business from w hich 
she ltas not yet recovered. 
Recently one of th e 
largest 
North 
American 
banks 
lias 
established 
branches in Rio de Jan eiro and Buenos Ayres, w ith 
the approval of the Federal Reserve Board. O thers 
are expected to follow'. 
Despite these developm ents, 
however, there has been so far no great stimulus with 
S tills country and well defined movement to m ake 
direct banking operations possible.
